Paymaster General& So Testifies— 
Ration Costs 36 Cents a Day, 
WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 24.—‘‘If we 
serve ©ggs8 aboardship, the men ‘want to 
see the shells; if we serve potatoes, they 
want to see the skins, and they're en- 
titled to,”’ said Rear Admiral MeGowan, 
Paymaster General of the Navy, in tell- 
ing the House Naval Committee today 
that American bluejackéts were the 
best-fed body of men in the world. 

WMen any of our men has eaten 
what’s on the mess table,” he added, 
‘he’s had a mighty good meal, and he’s 
satisfied.’’ 

While the naval ration costs 86 cents 
a day per man, as compared with the 
army ration at 26 or’ 27 cents, the Ad- 
miral _Seclared he never would recom- 
mend, wnder any circumstances, any 
less quality or quantity of food for the 
sailor. 

Representative Kelley of Michigan 
asked whether the United States success- 
fully could send 200,000 soldiers to the 
Philippines and properly care for their 
provisioning. 

“Such a task would present gigantic 
proportions as compared with the much 
smaller number of men we have to feed 
in the fleet,’’ the Admiral replied, ‘‘ but 
the feeding of 200,000 men is no’ greater 
problem than feeling 2,000 if we have 
the same sources of supply and refrig- 
eration. The distance is no problem.” 

Admiral McGow said that it cost 
from $18,000 to ,000 to educate each 
midshipman at Annapolis and that the 
results were worth it. Of $130,000 ap- 
propriated last year for the new Naval 
Reserve, only $10,000 had been spent, he 
explained, as only 176 men had respond- 
ed in the first six months of this Fiscal 
year. 

The Admiral. concurred in a recom- 
mendation made by Secretary Daniels 
in a letter read by Chairman Padgett 
that navy uniforms be made in a v- 
ernment factory. The letter said the so- 
called clothing factory at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard did no more than cut ma- 
terials.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—With “a 
broad interpretation of the taxing power 
of the Federal Government the Supreme 
Court unanimously today, sustained the

nection. with the case as Attorney Gen- 
eral, took no part in it. 
The case before the court was that of 
» Frank R. Brushaber, appellant, against 
‘the Union Pacific Railroad Company, on 
appeal from the District Court of the 
United States for the Southern District 
of New York. Mr. Brushaber as a 
stockholder of the Union Pacific sought 


. an ‘injunction to forbid the company from 


_ sition and 


, ‘was imposed reads as follows: 


Paying the income tax on the ground 
' that the tax authorized by the Sixteenth 
Amendment was unconstitutional. The 
case raised substantially every point in- 
volved in all five income tax cases. be- 


‘fere the court, with the exception of the

The basic error of those who attacked 
the constitutionality of the tax Chief 
Justice White holds, in the opinion 
handed down, was in regarding the Six- 
teenth Amendment as empowering the 
United States to levy a direct tax with- 
eut apportionment among the States ac- 
cording to population. In substance, the 
court holds that the Sixteenth Amend- 
ment did not empower the Federal Gov- 
ernment to levy a new tax, but that 
**the whole purpose of the amendment 
Was to relieve all income taxes from a 
consideration of the source whence the 
income wae tidy i. + 

© court meets all charges of discrim- 
ination in the tax by the statement that 
the uniformity, prescribed by the Con- 
stitution for Federal taxes, is simply 
a ee he uniformity which might 
permit sorts of distinctions as to 
ms and subjects of taxation if only 
distinctions were uniform throughout 

the country. 

At the same time the court stated that 
the Sixteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution impliedly sustained the court's 
ruling in the famous Pollock case, that 
‘the term “ direct tax’ meant something 
broader than a mere tax on realty, that 
it included taxes on personal property, 
and that such personal taxes must be 
apportioned according to population. 


An Erroneous Assumption. 


“The various Propositions (alleging 
the unconstitutionahty of the tax) are 
so intermingled as‘to cause it to be 
difficult to classify them,” said the 
Chief Justice. ‘‘We are of opinion, 
however, that the confusion is not in- 


herent, but rather arises from the con- 
clusion that the Sixteenth Amendment 
Provides for a hitherto unknown power 
br ge ane ** B a Dover * ge >

A “Reasonable Anti-Dumping Law’ 
to Protect Our Trade Also 
to be Favored. |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The creation 
of a Tariff Commission and the inclu- 
sion of an anti-dumping clause in the 
forthdoming Democratic revenue bill be- 
came practically assured today with the 
admission by Chairman Claude Kitchin 
of the Ways and Means Committee that. 
he would support such legislation and a 
majority of the Democratic members of 
the committee appeared willing to line 
up for it. ; 

Mr. Kitchin said that the committee 
probably would indorse ‘‘a reasonable 
anti-dumping law” such as was con- 
tained in the Underwood.Tariff bill in 
its original form. This “‘ ag —— 
islation was stricken out in the nate 
and the House pay no spirited fight 
in its behalf. 

Mr. Kitchin ‘said that the tariff com-, 
mission, if authorized, probably’ would 
be a non-partisan board to report to 
either branch of Congress, but not to 
the President. 

Reports reached the Capitol today that 
the Administration had- become commit- 
ted to the Tariff Commission idea. In- 
quiry among Administration leaders in 
Congress lent color to these reports, al- 
though it was said that the exact views 
of the White House had not been ascer- 
tained by the legislative leaders. It is 
the intention of Mr. Kitchin to confer 
with the President before Mr. Wilson 
leaves on his national defense speaking 
tour. is 

Secretary Redfield’s advocacy of 
“ anti-dumping ”’ legislation has been 
regarded as reflecting the Administra- 
tion’s views in this. respect, although it 
did not become known until today that 
the Democrats of the Ways and Means 
Committee lookéd favorably upon the 
proposal. 

“ Anti - dumping legislation,” said 
Chairman Kitchin, “will be in the na- 
ture of extreme precaution. I do not 
.believe that there is any great danger 
that cheaply-made foreign goods will be 
dumped on our shores for several years 
after the end of the European war. 

Mr. Kitchin said that he had ascer- 
tained as late as today that a majority 
of the Democrats of the Ways and 
Means Committee would vote for a Tar- 
iff Commission bill. When it was sug- 
gested that a Tariff Commission was 
‘a Republican idea" the Democratic 
leader said that a Tariff Commission 
bill could be devised that would accord 
with Democratic doctrines and theories.

Both Players Show Nervousness In

There was little Interest in the opening 
game of the Class B 18.2 nationa) ama- 
teur billiard tournament, which was 
played Jast night at the Brooklyn Bili- 
lard Academy. Charles H. White of 
Brookiyn was the winner, defeating 
Frederick C, Burnham of Hartford by a

score of 300 \o 230, but the match was 
drawn out to sixty*five innings, and néi- 
ther of the contestants made an average 
that was creditable. In fact, it was in 
each instance below the standard of 
Clase B competition, White, a former 
champion, making only 4 36-68, while his 
opponent averaged 3 32-66. 

Considering that it: was the first match 
of the championship, the result was dis- 
appointing, but White is equal to making 
three or four times the average he. eg- 
tablished, and Burnham, though beaten, 
gave indication that he was suffering 
from stage fright more than any inability 
to play the game. This is the first tour- 
nament in which the Hartford billiardist 
has ever taken part; and he was quite 
nervous, with thé result thet his stroke 
was affected accordingly. 

As far as billiard technique was con- 
cerned, Burnham gave promise of being 
one of the real players of the tourna- 
ment. He played with an excellent 
stroke, but there was too great care 
taken. He was trying for perfection in 
position, and his execution did not. meas- 
ure up to his evident) knowledge of the 
game. Also against White he was play- 
ing a hard opponent. The Brooklyn con- 
testant has had a wide experience in 
tournament competition, go that he was 
not thrown completely out’ of the com- 
petition by his failure to count in fairly 
large figures. On the other hand, Burn- 
ham’s game went from bad to worse, 
no matter what care he exefcised. At 
least it weakened until toward the close 
of the match, when the Hartford player 
took. heart through the inability of 
White to run out the last twenty-five 
points of his string. With returning con- 
fidence in his ability he cut down 
White’s lead of more than 100 points 
at one stage of the contest until it was 
only a margin of 60 that the Brooklyn- 
ite had to his adyantage a few innings 
before the close. 

"When Burnham started the game he 
at once gave evidence of his billiard 
ability by making several pretty clusters. 
Just then it seemed that he had all of 
the confidence in the world. White, on 
the other hand, was plainly out of stroke 
and at times was fighting the ivories. 
His chief difficulty was fhability . to 
make draw shots, whether direct or 
from the cushion. In his failure there 
was not only the element of being unable 
te bring the cue ball back, but there was 
also a lack of accuracy. Both players 
had difficulty in drawing the ivories and 
cemplained that they were heavy. White 
said: ‘‘ I know that is the heaviest set of 
balis in New York.” As both men voiced 
the same opinion it was probably found- 
ed’ on fact. \

Crowd Jears Polish “Pollah Wreatior and 
Aberg Is Declared the Winner. 
Before a large crowd which thronged

Alexander Aberg, international cham- 
pion wrestler, Graeco-Roman style, was 
officially declared the winner over Wla- 
dek Zbyszko in 25:52, when the giant 
Pole relied over against the press bench

Zbyszke had @ chancery held on Aderg's 
head, and the champion, standing three 
feet in on the mat, pushed the Pole 
violently toward the back of the stage.

When it-was seen that the Pole had no 
intentions of proceeding with the match 
the spectators cried “ fake,” “ quitter " 
and many other such epithets, while 
the orchestra struck up a * air in 
a vain attempt to still’ the tumult. 


Zbyszko wes diagged iimply off the} 


stage and was examined by Dr. John 
¥, O'Connell. In the opinion of the 
Physician, Zbyssko might possibly have 
been stunned temporarily by his fall, 
but he was physically fit to continue 
the bout. 

Zbyszko did not agree with the doctor’s 
verdict and hobbled out with a speech 
to the effect that if the spectators de- 
sired him: to go on with the match he 
would do so. The crowd made it plain 
that such was its pleasure, whereupon 
Zbyszko walked off the stage and re- 
fused to grapple with Aberg again. Re- 
newed hoots from the crowd brought out 
Dr. Roller, who announced that the Pole 
had listened to his entreaties and that 
he would finish. his match with the 
champion for the good name of the 
wrestling game, even if he only lasted 
ten seeonds. The crowd cheered this an- 
nouncement, byt Joe Humphries, hither- 
to official ‘announcer, resigned his posi- 
tion because of the interference with his 
duties, especially since in spite of the 
promises of Dr. Roller, Zbyszko stili re- 
mained invisible. : 

Referee-George Bothner gave Zbyszko 
fifty minutes’ respite and then declared 
Aberg the winner by default. He said 
that in his opinion the Pole could easily 
have continued the bout. Bothner re- 
marked that he had seen hundreds of 
wrestling bouts, as a contestant and as 
an official, and he never saw a wrestier 
disabled by such a fall as Zbyszko took 
last night. In the opinion of many of the 
wrestling experts on the stage, the giant 
Pole was “‘ stalling.”’ 

In the meanwhile another bout had 
been put on, but the spectators booed 
and shouted until the wrestlers stopped 
in amazement. Another announcer was 
recruited, but he was unable to make 
himself heard, In desperation’ a third 
bout was staged, but this, too, was halt- 
ed when it seemed as if there would be 
a riot by the crowd. Many people left 
the house when it was seen that Aberg 
and Zbyszko would not continue. A bout 
between Aberg and Lurich was then 
staged in the hope of appeasing the 
spectators.

‘CHECKING MEXICAN OUTLAWRY. 
The disposition manifested by Cak · 
RANzA and hig followers to admin- 
ister the Mexican variety of criminal 
law without delay, as the murderous 
northern bandits fall into their hands, 
shows the folly of the cry for armed

Ushment of law and order according 


to our understanding of those terms 
is not to be deniéd. But in the execu- 
tion of the two cattle thieves who shot 
Akers the Carranzistas observed the 
custom that prevailed throughout 
their country in ‘the prosperous and 
ig eeomingly peaceful era of Dtaz,\and 
we could not hope to change the Mex- 
icans’ sthall regard for hurhan life 
by invading their country and adding 
to their death toll. The scene that 
Was acted in the Juarez cemetery, at 
@aybreak Sunday, has long been 
familiar in Mexico. The captured 
Dandits made no protest, they ad- 
mitted their guilt, and. they faced 
death bravely. This kind of law has 
no civilizing effect, it has not served 
to lessen the murderous spirit, and 
until CARRANZA can re-establish the 
courts and make both the civil and 
the criminal law respected, as they 
never have been, he cannot regenerate 
Mexico. He is believed to be a hu- 
mane man who desires to develop his 
country socially and morally as wel] 
as industrially and politically. But, 
at present, the problem that must be 
solved relates to. the outlawry in the 
north and the assaults upon Amer- 
icans, and naturally he is trying to 
solve it in the approved methods of 
his fathers. — 

The outlaws cannot long withstand 
organized and determined opposition. 
CARRANZA has shown his willingness 
to suppress them and has begun the 
work effectively. He could have done 
no more under the menace of Amer- 
ican artillery. The recurring demands 
for armed intervention, inspired gen- 
erally by persons anxious to gain 
profit for themselves with Amerjcan 
aid, are wholly unreasonable. Mex- 
ico has a huge debt to pay to the 
people of the United States and other 
countries. CARRANZA has signified his 
intention to satisfy all just claims, 
and he should have a chance to do so. 
He may fail. We may in the future 
be compelled to act more severely 
toward our Southern neighbor, but 
whatever we do must be done without 
regard to hysterical public clamor or 
political craft.

THE RIGHT TO PROTECTION. 
To four of the five “ fundamental 

rrinciples”’ set forth by the Amer- 
ican Institute of International Law 
in its declaration of the rights eof 
nations there will be unquestioning 
assent. Every nation has the right to 
exist and the right to protect itself, 
but not by ‘unlawful acts against 
unoffending neighbors; every nation 
has the right to independence and to 
work out its destiny in its own way; 
every nation is before the law the 
equal of other States composing the 
society of nations; every nation has 
‘the right to exclusive jurisdiction over 
its own territory and all persons 
found therein. The question of au- 
thority and legal sanction is raised 
only when the Institute propounds the 
doctrine of its fifth declaration: 

Every nation entitled to a right by 
the law of nations is entitled to have 
that right respected and . protected 
by all other nations, for right and duty 
are correlative, and the right of one 
is the duty of all to observe. 

The right to use and enjoy and to 
have that right respected is one 
thing, the right to be protected in use 
and enjoymént by all other nations, 
because rights and duties are correla- 
tive, is disputable, so much a matter 
of question that we may suppose the 
Institute used these words with a 
conscious and intended limit to their 
meaning. — 

The doctrine of the duty to protect 
and the right to } on has been 
repeatedly and vigorously insisted on 
by those who would have had the 
United States interfere to tect Bel- 
gium against the violation of her 
neutrality and her sovereignty by 
Germany. The fifth convention signea 
at The Hague in 1907, declaring that 
“the territory of neutral Powers ts 
inviolable,” has often been cited as 
the warrant for our interference, al-

By a strict application of the 
principle that protection is a duty 
owed we might demand of the Allies 
at the present moment to be informed 
of their intentions in Greece. There, 
too, there would be need for an in- 
quiry, it would be protracted, tedious; 
very likely unsatisfactory, We should 
get so much evidence on each side 
that we might not care to take the 
responsibility of striking a balance, 
certainly not of trying to “ protect?’ 
Greece because of our finding that 
she was wrongfully treated. 

The natural of this fifth 
declaration is probably not its intend- 
ed meaning. If mations imperiled 
through no fault of their dwn have @ 
right to protection, it must be a-duty 
to extend: that protection. Nations 
have a fixed habit of neglecting this 
duty, if the duty exists, and the ha- 
bitual or uniform behavior of nations 
is a surer/basis for conclusions about 
international law than the state- 
ments of text writers, But the writ- 
ers of this text, the members of the 
Institute, append to Declaration V. a 
citation from a judgment rendered 
by Chief Justice Warrp of the United 
States Supreme Court, reciting that it 
was the duty of the United States as 
a member of the society of nations to 
protect the money of a foreign Gov- 
ernment from forgery, and it is de- 
clared that the right set forth in 
Article V. ‘is to be understood in the 
sense” in which it was upheld in that 
decision. That evidently would limit 
the duty of each nation to its own 
territory. It would be obligated to 
see to it that the sovereign rights 
and acts of other nations were duly 
respected within its own, jurisdiction, 
That seems to be the necessary irfter- 
pretation of this broad ‘declaration of 
right and duty, since the other inter- 
pretation runs contrary to interna- 
tional practice.

GOLD AND FOREIGN TRADE, 

All last week financial observers 
were saying that the gold which the. 
United States was sending to Argen- 
tina was ‘on British account, In pay- 
ment for British purchases of Argen- 
tine produce. That used frequently to 
be done, but it seemed singular that 
England, which now finds difficulty in 
meeting its payments here, should be 
able to direct us to o payments 
elsewhere on British account. In our 
eable dispatches from London there is 
an explanation that puts a different 
face on the matter: | 

Last week an interesting develop- 
-ment was the American absorption of 
Argentine railroad stocks. Those of 
the Buenos Aires Great Southern, 
Buenos Aires Western, Buenos Aires 
& Pacific, and Central Argentine Rall- 
roads were taken by American buyers. 

Within ‘about a month some four 
millions of gold have gone to Argen- 
tina for the simple reason that dollar 
exchange is at a premium in Argen- 
tina. The Argentinos want dollars in 
order to buy American goods, They 
sell their railway shares to get dollarsn 
The exchange of American goods for 
Argentine railway shares is readily 
understood by the manner in which 


for both domestic and foreign securi- 
ties, That is the soundest possible 
basis of trade, and the most profitable. 
There is a profit on the goods, which 
are sold at top prices, and a profit on 
the shares, if wisely bought, which 
are taken at low prices. 

There is a similar unusual move- 
ment of gold to Canada. New York 
funds are at a premium in the Domin- 
ion, and yet we are sending gold there. 
The explanation is simply that it is a 
financial operation, not an ordinary 
exchange transaction. We are lending 
money to Canada, which can no longer 
borrow abroad, as usual. It is rather 
the other way, Canada now borrowing 
to help England finance its Canadian 
munitions purchases, and the United 
States supplying the funds which 
Canada advances to the home coun- 
try. There is no scarcity of gold in 
Canada that it should be supplying 
itself here at an apparent loss. The 
gold which we are sending to Canada 
now is not in payment for goods 
bought—for the exchange market 
shows that the movement should be 
in this direction—but is an obligation 
upon Canada to trade it out at an- 
other time. 

Canada is spending mortgage money, 
and needs the basis of credit for an 
inflated trade. The credit of Canada 
is good, and she will pay back the gold 
with goods better to us than gold. In 
that manner the United States is forti- 
fying its international trade according 
to the most familiar principles. Our 
goods are worth par in gold, but gold 
sold above par and paid for tn goods 
below par pays us more than ordinary 
commercial profit. Good business is a 
wonderful sharpener of the wits, and 
the United States is learning the ways 
of foreign trade with much facility.

A complaint that a 
surplus of railway cars 
obstructs trade is a nov-

In a circular to ship- 
pers it urges them to unload the cars 
which they detain to such an extent that 
there etill remain more than 50,000 cars 

on the company’s tracks, an excess of 5,000

out with intelligence. There is the pos- 
sibility of preparing for défense intel- 
ligently and securing it at a minimum 
of cost, and, on the other hand, it may 
be done unintelligently at great cost and 
still be very: ineffective. 

Great Britain was unprepared for, war. 
She has the largest navy, but no army 
to speak of, and no efficient organiza- 
tion for equipping an army with guns, 
ammunt + and other supplies. The 
result has. been confusion, waste, and 
delay. One of the greatest drawhacks 
to production has been the lack of tools 
and gauges. Rifles and. ammunition 
must be made with limit gauges, in 
order to secure the highest production 
at the lowest cost’ Providing gauges 
alone for many plents turning out 

rifles, cartridges, high-explosive and 
shrapnel shells at the rate of thousands 
a day is in itself a great .engineering 
undertaking. If a plan ‘of mobilizing 
the resources of Great Britain had been 
worked out and tools and gauges had 
been in readiness for d bution to the 
plants selected for the ufacture of 
the required munitions ie cost of prep- 
aration would have been —— reduced 
and the speed with which it would have 
been accomplished greatly increased. 

What America needs above all is an 
intelligent plan worked out by engineers 
of. manufacturing experience te whom 
efficiency and economy are the first 
considerations. This, plan should in- 
clude the collecting of data on all the 
manufacturing plants and machine shops 
that could be requisitioned in case of 
war, for producing those munitions for 
which they are best adapted. But that 
alone is not sufficient. The plan should 
provide detailed instructidns’ for the 
manufacture of rifles, cartridges, shrap- 
nel, shells, and other supplies required 
in great quantiti¢s, and the gauges, 
tools, figs, and fixtures required should 
be in iness for distribution. 

By preparing a plan of defense along 
these lines, adequate preparedness could 
be secured at a fraction of the cost that 
would be incurred by the blundering ex- 
tremists who would provide war ma- 
teria] in great quantities to become obso- 
lete and useless in a few years. The 
need of great numbers of rifles, vast 
quantities of ammunitiqn, and huge 
Government -plants would largely be 
eliminated, When guns, ammunition, 
and other munitions became obsolete 
there would not be great quantities to 
be scrapped, but only the tools, gauges, 
jigs, and fixtures which had cost but a 
fraction of the -total, and which- could 
be adapted in some cases to the new 
conditions.. Equipment for an army of, 
say, 500,000 should be ample, provided

POLICE ARE TO EDIT 
THE RUSSIAN BALLET 


After Complaints a Letter Sum- 
-mons Manager to Magistrate 
McAdoo’s Office 


a ; 

The Russian ballet by the Serge de 
Diaghileff dancers: under the auspices 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company at 
the Century has run afoul of the Police 
Department. -John Brown, General Man- 
ager of the Metropolitan, yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from Third Deputy Com- 
missioner. Lawrence. Dunham, asking 
him to meet representatives of the de- 
partment at thé office of Chief Magis- 
trate McAdoo this morning to confer 
with the Magistrate and representatives 
of the department about making certain 
changes in some of the ballets. 

The action of Deputy Commissioner 
Dunham followed a visit of department 
representatives to the Century for the 
matinée performance Saturday. These 
witnesses were sent to watch the danc- 
ing after many letters of complaint had 
been received at headquarters. 

The program at the matinée included 
two of the ballets calculated to arouse 
the most discussion—‘! Scheherezade ” 
and ‘ L’apres-midi d'un faune.” The 
former pictures in pantomime» an epi- 
sode in a harem, when the Sultan, re- 
turning, finds the women of the harem 
have been holding revel with the slaves. 
Their punishment is death at the hands 
of the Sultan's guard, The latter is a 
pastoral study, in which a faun fright- 
ens away seven Greek maidens who are 
disporting themselves near his cave, and 
carries away a garment one of the 
maidens had removed. . 

The letter sent to Mr. Brown follows: 


Serious complaints have been received by ’ 
this department as to certain alleged ob- 
Jectionable features of the Russian ‘ballets 
being performed at the Century, In order 
to. get at the facts the Saturday matinee 
Was attended by witnesses in whose judg- 
ment the department has cdénfidence, and 
thel> statements are on hand. 

In order to avoid recourse to the law and 
assuming that after the objections have 
been pointed out to you you will correct 
“the_same, and after consulting Chief City 
Magistrate McAdoo, I am writing this re- 
questing your presence at Judge McAdoo’s 
office 300 Mulberry Street, at 11 o'clock 
tomorrow (Tuesday) morning,. where you 
will be joined by representatives of this de- 
partment. It is important that you be 
Present at the time and place mentioned. 


It was reported yesterday that the 
Catholic Theatre Movement, a society 
formed several years ago to censor the- 
atrical entertaifments by issuing a 
white list of approved ones to its mem- 
bers, had circulated a private bulletin 
against the Russian ballet. 


PERCY GRAINGER PLAYS.

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‘PRTROUCHKA’ GIVEN 
BY RUSSIAN BALLET 


Igor Stravinsky's Extraordinary 
Work Is Found Amusing 
and Exhilarating. 


A SPLENDID PERFORMANCE 


Miss Lopokowa and Messrs. Mas- 
sine and Bolm in the Chief 
* Characters. 


A change was made in the program 
of the Russian ballet at the Century 
Theatre last night, and instead of two 
new ballets but one was given. This 
was Igor Stravinsky's ‘‘ Petrouchka.”’ 
It was preceded by ‘‘ Les Sylphides,’’ to 
Chopin’s music, and followed by ‘‘ Car- 
naval,’’ to Schumann’s. ‘“ Petrouchka,” 
which was given for the first time here, 
is called ‘‘ burlesque scenes in four tab- 
leaux,”’ and is altogether one of the 
most extraordinary products of the con- 
temporary Russian school, both in its 
pictorial effects—the phantasmagonia of 
color, of Russian carnival characters, 
costumes, and boisterous action—and in 
its music, equally a phantasmagoria of 
incomparable verve and brilliancy, fit- 
ting and illustrating in every detail for 
the ear what is presented to the eye. 
Both are of an indescribable fascination. 

The Russian carnival scene is the 
setting for a drama of love, intrigue, 
jealousy, and murder, enacted by three 
puppets inhabiting a booth that is part 
of the carnival outfit; one is a pink- 
cheeked waxen doll, a ballerina; one a 
blackamoor; one the simple Petrouchka. 
The carnival scene is suddenly blotted 
out in darkness, and the puppets appear 
in their grotesque mummery, going 
through what has been called a travesty 
of human passion, charged with irony, 
expressed in terms of puppet gestures. 
The carnival scene then reappears; the 
outcome of the tragedy seems at first 
to call for the intervention of the po- 
lice, but the police retire in indifference 
when it is discovered that death has 
been dealt only to a puppet. 

The details of the music by which all 
this is expressed and illustrated are of 
infinite ingenuity and skill, and are 
richly amusing. The grotesque note is 


never lost, but the manner of its ex-/; 


pression is ever changing. The music 
is charged to overflowing with illustra- 
tive and picturesque details. Stravinsky 
has learned some of them, doubtless, 
from Strauss; perhaps he has drawn 
largely from ‘‘ Till Eutenspiegel’’ and 
other sources of supply, but he has con- 
tributed much of his own. His resources 
in laying on of orchestral color and 
descriptive effect are extravagantly em- 
ployed. He has not scorned the use of 
melody, but melody is a secondary mat- 
ter with him—it is well enough for his 
representation of the two hand-organs 
that come upon the scene, and there is 
perhaps ironical significance in its dis- 
missal when they disappear. 

The performance of this extraordinary 
score will test any orchestra in the se- 
verest way; the test was remarkably 
well met last evening, so far as the 
general effect gave evidence. It needs 
a close observer to be certain of all the 
details. A solo pianoforte that is used 
as one of the orchestral instruments de- 
mands little less than a virtuoso to play 
some of the passages given it. The 
carnival scene upon the stage was brill- 
jantly and amusingly represented; the 
costumes were in ‘part rich, in part 
drawn from all the ragbags of Russia. 
The scenery is in the style now familiar 
as that of contemporary Russia—some 
of it gorgeous. 

The three chief characters in the trag- 
edy were admirably and most charac- 
teristically represented. The ballerina 
was Miss Lydia Lopokova; Petrouch- 
ka, Mr. Leonide Massine; the black- 
amoor, Mr. Adolf Bolm. 

The piece, with all its exaggerated 
grotesquerie and burlesque features in 
the music—music that would be wholly 
unintelligible, useless, and tedious apart 
from each single detail of the accom- 
panying action—evidently made a deep 
impression upon the public—an impres- 
sion of amusement and exhilaration. 
* Petrouchka’’ seemed, indeed, a work 
of art singularly successfully in achiev- 
ing the precise purpose that its authors 
had in view.
